To Cut Off Doorkeepers. 


Mr. Hall, of Bibb, opened the debate 
of the session, on a privileged resolution 
by himself calling on the secretary of 
state to appoint one gallery keeper, two 
assistant doorkeepers, six pages and eight 
porters for service in the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

Mr. Hall said after much research he 
had at last found the law on the subject 
in paragraph 5, section 181 of the code of 
Georgia, which provides that the secreta- 
ry of state shall furnish to the general 
ass@inbly fue!, lights, stationery, servants, 
ete. Under that law, Mr. Hall declared 
it was made the duty of the secfetary 
ot state to supply the house with assist- 
ant doorkeepers; pages and porters, and 
the appointment of them by the door- 
keeper, messenger and clerk, he asserted, 
was unlawful. 

The point was made that the term “ser- 
vant’ did not apply to these appointees, 
but only to menials. Mr. Halli denied that 
this was true, and said the code itself 
made the distinction between ‘‘servants’’ 
and “menials.”’ 

‘What are the pages and doorkeepers,”’ 
he asked, “‘if they are not the servants 
of this house? Can a page be said to ve 
an official of the house?’ 


Mr. Hall declared that his only object 
was to see that the law was obeyed. Ile 
calicd attention to the fact that the gen- 
éral appropriations bill last year provided 
fos tnly one gallery keeper and two as- 
sisiant doorkeepers, and said in that shape 
the bill passed the “house and senate. 
The change to three gallery keepers and 
five assistant doorke@pers, he asserted, 
was made in the conference and did not 
really represent the action of the general 
acsembly. 

Mr. Hall's resolution and remarks on 
the subject were a renewal of his old 
fight to cut down the number of employecs 
of the house, which was a feature of 
the iast session. 

Tre resolution met with warm opposi- 
tiou,from Messrs. Slaton, of Fulton, and 
Flynt, of Spalding, who said it propose 
to break into the precedent and custom of 
years. They asserted that the reference 
to ‘servants’ to be provided by the seéc- 
retery of state meant ‘“‘menials’’ only, 
and not the pages and doorkeepers of the 
house.

Mr. Mitchell, of Thomas, moved the 
previous question on the resolution, and 
then Mr. Slaton moved to table it. On the 
cail of the ayes and nays the motion to 
table -was lost by 83 to 69. 

The ayes and nays were then called on 
the passage of the resolution under the 
previous question, and the resolution was 
lost by a vote of 88 to 66. 

Mr. Hall’s resolution on the subject 
was as follows: 

Be it resolved by the house of representa- 
tives, That the secretary of state is hereby di- 
rected to provide the house of representatives 
with the following servants, to-wit: 

One gallery keeper, two assistant door- 
keepers, six pages and eight porters for the 
use of the house of representatives at its 
present éession. 

And that he provide the messenger with 
ali stationery necessary for the members of 
the house during the session, as he is re- 
quired to do by paragraph 5, section 181, 

f the code of Georgia. 

Invitation to Griffin. 


Mr. Flynt, of Spalding, presented an in- 
vitation from the people of Griffin to the 
members of the house to visit in a body 
on Saturday, June 27, Camp Northen, near 
that city, where the Second and Fourth 
regiments infantry are now encamped. 
Governor Terrell and members of his staff 
wiil visit the camp on that occasion, and 
a barbecue will be prepared for the visit- 
ing state officials and members of the leg- 
istature.

The resolution by Mr. Fiynt provided 
that Saturday be declared a ‘“‘dies non,”’ 
and to that Mr. Hall objected.

Mr. Butts is undoubtedly a friend of 
the hunted. The cooters, the terrapin, 
the. squirrels. and many other creeping 
and swimming animals of Glynn will owe 
him an unending debt of gratitude if 
they could only know it. 


Hon. 8. R. Fields, of Dooly, is one of 
the youngest and most energetic members 
of thé house. Mr. Fields, always picks 
out what he considers is the right side 
of a question and then he goes to work 
for it, tooth and toe nail, as the saying 
used to be, He is recently back from a 
trip to Florida, where he went both on 
business and pleasure. 

“While down there,” Mr. Fields said, 
‘I attended a session of the Florida leg- 
islature. It was a surprise to one ac- 
customed to the scenes of the Georgia 
legislature, and by no means do I say 
this in any spirit of criticism. But the 
Florida house was as calm, and quiet, 
and unruffled about everything as a Sun- 
day school class. Some member offered 
a motion that was apparently quite rad- 
ical, and.another simply rose to his feet 
as slowly as if he were about to pro- 
nounce an obituary and said: ‘Mr. 
Speaker, I object.’. That was all, not 
another word, not even a reason for his 
objection.

Mr. Fields, by the way. has prepared 
and ready for introduction in the house 
a bill that is undoubtedly going to cre- 
ate something of a stir. It is a measure 
providing for putting the sdlicitors gen- 
eral of the state on salaries. The idea 
has been discussed before, but little has 
ever been done with it beyond discus- 
sion. 

The bill prepared by Mr. Fields pro- 
vides that each solicitor general shall re- 
ceive a salary of $2,000 a year, of which 
$1,750 shall come from the fees paid into 
the court and $250 from the state as at 
present. All the fees’received above the 
amount stated shall be paid into the 
treasury of the. county where the court 
receiving’ the fee “is Yoealted? © vei 

“This bill ought t6 become a law.” Mr. 
Fields said. ‘“‘At present the judgés of 
our superior courts Yecefvé only $2,000 a 
year, and they are in-dttendance on their 


courts three or fotir ‘times as much as. 


are the solicitors geferal, who are re- 
quired to be there only to dispose of the 
criminal matters requiring ~ attention. 
There is no doubt the measure is going 
to meet with warm opposition, but it is 
a matter of importance to every county 
in the state, and [I shall make every 
effort to secure favorable action on it.’ 


Hon. A. M. Deal, of Bulloch, and Hon. 
John R. Phillips, of Jefferson, are two 
members of the house who, as report 
has it, will be pitted against each other 
in a very interesting race next year. 
They are prospective candidates for so- 
licitor general of the middle circuit. 
over which Judge Beverly D. Evans pre- 
sides, —~ 

Judge Evans, by the way, was a prom- 
inent figure around the capity! yesterday 
shaking hands with many friends in the 
house and senate. He is a prospective 
candidate, as is well known, for tbe su- 
preme court judgeship. 

Hon. B. T. Rawlings, of Washington, 
the present solicitor general of the cir- 
cuit, will run for judge when Judge 
Evans retires, and so far, it is said, he 
has no opposition. He thus leaves the 
field open for candidates for the solicitor 
generalship, and it seems that Mr. Deal 
and Mr. Phillips, who are leading law- 
yers in their respective counties, are 
going to try their spurs. 

Well, here’s luck to the winner! 


“There’s very little chance of getting 
through with this session in short order 
if the other counties of the state are 
anything like mine,” remarked Speaker 
N. A. Morris, of the house. ‘‘Cobb coun- 
ty has,ten local bills to present at this 
session, and if the sipply from other 
counties of the state is anything lke 
this, there is some hard work ahead 
of the legislature on local bills alone, 
Local bills don’t take up so much ‘time 
in themselves, but when they accumu- 
late in great numbers it takes some little 
while to dispose of them.” 

An effort is going to be made at the 
present session to create a new judicial 
circuit in the northeastern part of the 
state. Mr. Peyton, of Habersham, will 
introduce the bill looking to this end 
in the course of the next day or two, 
and the measure will provide that it be 
known as the Tugaloo circuit. It is 
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is proposed that the superior court shall 
take the place of them as at present, 
only with a new circuit, it ig stated, more 
time can be devoted to each county. It 
is stated that Judge Ho Holton, of 
the Northern circuit, and Judge Kimsey, 
of the Northeastern; both favor the 
proposition, and every effort will be 
made to get it through the general as- 
sembly. - 


It is stated Governor Terrell, in bor- 
rowing the money te pay the expenses 
of the present session of the general as- 
sembly, stipulated that no interest should 
be paid..on any portion ef the amount 
that is not needed and which would be 
returned to the lending banks in case 
the present session did not last fifty 
days. 

“There is little danger of the state get- 
ting out so easy,” remarked a well- 
known member of the house yesterday. 
“In my opinion interest will have to be 
paid on every cent of it, for it will all 
be used. We couldn’t get through under 
fifty days if we tried.” 


Many deep and genuine expressions of 
regret were heard on the floor of the 
house yesterday over the sérious illness 
of Hon. John W. Akin, of Bartow. Judge 
Akin is a man highly’ admired by his col- 
leagues, and sometimes most by those 
who occasionally differ with him on 
matters of public policy. The general 
hope was expressed that Judge Akin 
would soon be restored to health ang 
able to join his colleagues in the house 
before the close of the session. 

sudge Shelby Myrick, of Savannah, 
was among the prominent visitors at the 
capitol yesterday. Judge Myrick presides 
with dignity and grace over the record- 
er’s court of Savannah. He is, too, by 
the way, one of the well-known members 
of the governor's military staff. 

Serator Skelton caused a smile to 
spread over the features of his felluw 
senators when he sent to the clerk’s desk 
a tatch of new, bills of a general char- 
acter. ‘“‘There’s enough there to keep us 
busy for more than twenty days, if we 
had nothing else to cdénsider” was the 
general’ comment, apropos of Senator 
Skeiton’s advocacy of the short session 
idea, end those seated near him endeav- 
ored to have fun at his expense. 

One of his bills was ‘‘to provide how a 
mraarriage license shall be issued,’* the 
purpose of the measure being to prohibit 
erdinaries or their deputies from issuing 
licenses unless the male is 21 years of 
age and the female 18, without the writ- 
tem ccnsent of the~parents or guardians 
controling such minors. The bill provides 
that marriage license shall be granted by 
the ordinary or deputy ordinary of the 
county where the. female to be married 
resides, only upon written application 
Setting forth the full names and ages 
of the male and female, the residence of 
each and the names the parents and 
their residence, and the relationship—it 
any—of the parties for whom the license 
is askéd to each other. Any ordinary or 
deputy violating the provisions of this 
act shall forfeit $600 for every such act, 
this sum to be recovered at .the suit of 
the clerk of the superior. coust and added 
to the educational fund of the county. 

Another of Senator Skelton’s bills is to 
authorize justices of the peace to change 
the time of holding theig tespective jus- 
tice courts, when it is shown, by the 
tition of the qualified yvaters of the dis- 
trict, that the existing time of holding 
court works to the inconvenience of a 
majority of the citizens of. such district. 

A third bill provides for the amend- 
ment of section 3761 of the code by strik- 
ing out the words “of the record upon the 
execution docket of the court from which 
the same is issued,’’ so that this section 
shall read: 

“No judgment shall be enforced after 
seven years from its rendition, when no 
execution has been issued upon it and 
the same placed upon the execution dock-+ 
et, or when execution has been issued 
and seven years have expired from the 
tithe of the last entry upon the execution 


‘made by an officer authorized to execute 


and return the same. Such judgments 
may be revived by scire facias or be sued 
on within three years from the time they 
bécame dormant.” j 


Senator Skelton’s fourth bill covered 


the question of costs in eertain civil cases 


in the courts. This provides that clerks 
of the superior, city and county courts 
shall not be required to file or docket 
any case or proceeding in which the 
plaintif® is a non-resident of the county 
until—in cases brought in the superior 
and city courts—the sum of $10 has been 
deposited on account of costs, and in 
cases brought to the montily terms of 
the county courts the sum of $3, and in 
cases brought to the quarterly term the 
sum of $6 shall have n deposited by 
the plaintiff who is a non-resident of the 
county om account of costs. Justices of 
the peace shall not be required to file 
any suit for a plaintiff non-resident of 
the county until $ shall have been de- 
posited.

Not only do the soll and crops 4iffer, but 
the value of the farming lands its influenced 
by nearness to market ‘and proximity to 
railroads. Besides new forms of value have 
arisen. Factories, foundries, railroads, saw 
mills, mines, bonds, and an indefinite variety 
of personal property have come into exist- 
ence, yet there is no adequate method of de- 
termining what ie in the state subject to tax- 
ation, nor any fixed standard for determining 
its value. It is well known that land of 
practically the same productive capacity, 
and with almost identically the 
same improvement is frequently re- 
turned by one OGwner at full price, and 
by the other at less than one-half. The fairer 
the taxpayer, the more onerous the burden. 
The state, in effect, offers a premium to him 
who shirks instead of to him who willingly 
and cheerfully complies with the spirit of 
the jaw. This is wrong, unjust and inequita- 
bie, and can only be cifrec here, as it has been 
cured els@where, by the creation of county 
boards authorized to examine returns, to see 
that omitted property is put on the books, and 
that property of the same kind and value is 
assessed and taxed alike. But even, this does 
not filly meet the difficulty, for what is true 
of two netghbboring citizens, may be equally 
true of neighboring counties, or of those more 
remotely separated. Property woerth a mil- 
lion dollars in one may be eo réturned, but 
property of an equally aggregate valde in an- 
other county may be given in at half its 
value, Farming jands in one part of the state 
may be returned at one price, and in another 
at a very different price. ‘Corporate property 
may be practically exempt in one part of the 
state, and highly valued, or valued at full 
price, in another. These discrepancies and in-~- 
equalities are not only in violation of the 
spirit of the law, but they diminish the state's 
income at the expense of those who live in 
the jurisdiction where full returns are, en- 
forced. The evil can be speedily corrected by 
the establishmen* of a state board, under 
whose administration not one dollar of uf- 
just tax will be imposed, but where the un- 
equal burden will be taken from the county 
and individual now paying too much and dis- 
tributed equally among those who are pay- 
ing too little. 
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SCHOOL LANDS. 

The legislature passed an act on December 
15, 1818, reserving certain lots of land, to- 
wit: Lots Nos. 10 and 100 in each sur- 
veyor’s district for the education of poor chil- 
dren. Many of these lots have never been 
disposed of by the state. Ae late as 1890, 
page 542 of the acts of 1890-1901, the leg- 
islature again asserted the state’s title to the 
lands reserved by the act of 1818. 

In pureuance of the duty imposed upon: me 
by eection 126, volume ! of the code, to pro- 
tect the etate’s interest wherever the same 
is in jeopardy, I conceived it to be my duty 
to have proceedings instituted so that these 
lots might be recovered and utilized for the 
purpose specified. An investigation of the 
condition of these lots resulted in showing 
that they were, practically without exception, 
adversely claimed to the state, and that it 
would require possibly 225 suits to recover 
them. 

It is manifestly impossible for the attorney 
general to look in person after this litigation 
so widely ecattered, and to give to the matter 
that personal attention its importance de-

No prescription can, 
of course, run against the state, and until 
the state grants the land her title must re- 
main paramount. I felt it my duty to re- 
cover these lands for the state, and, while 
the day of accounting between the ‘state and 
the claimants has already been long deferred, 
it is better that the questions of difference 
should now be settled than later on, for the 
state would not be barred by lapse of time, 
and. long occupation and use of these lande 
woukl result in loss and injury to other in- 
nocent purchasers. 

In :the course of this litigation no donbt 
cases will arise that will appeal strongly to 
equitable settlement and adjustment. I think 
should such cases artse, the estate should act 
fairly and generously toward those who have 
been unwittingly imposed upon. To the end, 
therefore, that settlements may be had and 
the title quieted, wherever in good faith the 
present claimant has purchased and improved 
the state's land, legislation should be enected 
providing for the submission of the questions 
of good faith and value to the jury of the 
vicinage, and where it is made to appear that 
the claimant purchased In good faith and has 
made valyable improvemente thereon, that the 
State’s right of recovery should be limited 


to the value of the land before the improve- } 


ments were made. 

Ing cases where suit has not yet been 
brought, I think, and so recommend, that it 
would be well to provide that the governor 
may swbmit the question of good faith and 
value to arbitration, where in his judgments 
the equities of the case require. It should 
be further provided that on the finding of 
the jury, in the first instance, or the award 
ot the arbitgators, in the latter, that the gov- 
g™nor should be empowered, upon payment 
of the sum found, to renounce the state’s 
title to such jand. 

STATE CARE OF CONFEDERATE GRAVES. 

I deem it my duty to the memory of them 
or the past generation that vouchsafed so 
much to the people of today, to call your at- 
tention to the necessity for etate care of the 
graves of confederate heroes. Without seek- 
ing to take from the Ladies’ Memorial As- 
sociations of Georgia any part of the loving 
tributes which they annually pay to our no- 
ble band in gray, the state should give this 
indorsement to the valor and patriotism of 
the most glorious period in her history, and 
assume the small cost involved in the fitting 
care and appropriate marking of these conse- 
crated mounds. 

In order that this may be done, the general 
assembly should provide for a confederate me- 
morial board, and for the acceptance of all 
deeds conveying title to the state in confed- 
erate cemeteries, 2nd then make suitable an- 
nual appropriations for the care and keeping 
of the same, leaving to the Ladies’ Memo- 
riai Associations the tender charge of decor- 
ation, which belongs to them by the priority 
of consecrated devotion. 

Under congressional legislation our people 
are called upon to contribute their pro rata 
of taxes to the care of the federal graves. 
Out of our bounty we should be giad to as- 
stme practical cuStodianship of the graves of 
our own sons, who fought for the honor and 
glory of their state, and in this way show 
to the world that we intend to uphold the fair 
hands that have se long and uncomplainingly 
contributed, out, of. their impoverishment, to- 
wards keeping green the memory of Georgia’s 
heroic and patriotic dead. 

To this end I recommend the passage of an 
act on the line of the Anwtry act of 1897, 
so that the investigation therein contemplated 
may be made, and a report as to the conth. 
tion of these cemeteries submitted’ before the 
next meeting of the+ general assembly. 

CRIMINAL INSANE. _— 


There are between thirty and forty patients 
in the state sanitarium, belonging to that class 
usually referred to as criminal insane. The 
dictates of humanity, AS .well as the proper 
enforcement of the law,,/ mali for a complete 
separation of the innoce?) insane from the 
criminal insane. . Several ®months since I had 
a conference with the ‘superintendent relative 
to this matter, ahd requested him to present 
i: to the board of trustees. This was done, 
and at the Apri] meeting thereof the following 
resolutions were adopted and forwarded to 
me: 

““Whereas,,~ The presence in the estate sani- 
tarium of convicts and of criminals has an 
unfavorable moral effect upon the unfortu- 
nate persons for whose benefit the institution 
was established; and, 

**W hereas, The custody of these classes of 
the insane creates an erroneous impression as’ 
to the character and purposes of the sanita- 
rium, and suggests to the public mind the 
idea of a place of confinement and of eafe 
keeping for criminals, instead of a refuge for 
the liberal care.and for the scientific treat- 
ment of mental diseases; and, 

‘*‘Whereas, Insane convicts and Insane crim- 
inals occupy the limited spac2 in the sani- 
tarium at the expense of worthy applicants, 
and claim the attention of the medical officers 
and other employees which should be bestowed 
upon the innocent insane; therefore 

‘*Resolved, That it is the sense of the board 
of trustees of the Georgia state sanitarium 
that it will be to the beat interests of the state 
and of the sanitarium for suitable provision 
to be gnade for the proper care of insane con- 
victs, and also of insane criminals, provided 
the court and jury committing such ineane 
criminals so recommend, at the state prison 
farm, and that the eanitarium be relieved of 
the duty of receiving and of maintaining these 
Classes of insane persons. 

‘‘Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions 
be forwarded to the governor of this state, 
and that he be requested to bring the euwb- 
ject to the attention of the general assembly 
of Georgia, with such recommendations as he 
may deem appropriate in the premises.”’ 

Suitable provision can be made for this class 
of unfortunates at an exceedingly small cost 
in proportion to the amount of good that may 
be accomplished, by authorizing fhe prison 
commission to erect upon the prison farm 
near Milledgeville, a DdDuilding to be used as 
the hospital for criminal ‘asane. Such patients 
as may need the care and attention of experts 
in ineanity could be treated by the corps of 
physiciatis at the state sanitarium, and the 
hospital, so far as concerns the treatment of 
the patients, could be placed under their 
watchcare. 

Patients who come within the designation 
of criminal.insane properly belong to two 
classes: First, those who become insane while 
serving a sentence in the penitentiary, or after 
conviction, and, second those who commit 
crime, or are charged with the commison oi 
crime, and’ become insane before conviction 
All of the first class, without exception, should 
be sent to this hospital, and the law shoyld 
leave it within the discretion of the tribunal 
committing the last named claes whether they 
should be eent to the state sanitarium or to 
the hospital for criminal insane. 

MITCHELL STREET PAVING. 


The noise. occasioned by the travel over 
Mitchell street on the south side of the capitol 
has always been a source of much annoyance 
to the supreme court, often Interfering with 
the deliberations of the court and the argument 
of cases. The following letter from the judges 
of the supreme court eet. forth the complaint 
and suggeste a shange in the pavement: 

Supreme Court of Georgia, Atlanta, June 3 
1903. Hon. Joseph M. Terrell, Governot of 
Georgia, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir—We desire to 
call your attention to the serious inconvenience 
that the supreme court suffers from the noise 
of vehicles passing over the rubble stones on 
Mitchell street. Thie morning this noise was so 
great at one time that counsel were compelled 
to suspend argument until the vehicle had 
passed. This happens often while argument. is 
being heard, and similar noises interfere seri- 
ously with the court when in consultation; all 
work having to be suspended until the vehicles

Upon receipt of this letter I conferred with 
the authorities of the city of Atlanta and as- 
certained that the cost of paving , Mitchell 
street with asphalt for the block in front of 
the capitol grounds would be about $5,600, of 
which amount the property owners would have 
to pay, under the city ordinance, about $2,700, 
making the state’s share approximately $1, 350. 
. I. therefore, recommend that the sum of 
$1,350, or so much thereof as may be nec- 
essary, be appropriated for this purpose. 


Georgia State Troops. 


The reorganization of the military forces un- 
der an act approved December 17, 1902, has 
been about completed. and the state troops 
present a fine body of well equipped and well 
trained soldiery. Acting upon the recommenda- 
tion of the advisory board, I have arranged, 
with the assistance of the adjutant general of 
the atate, for an encampment this summer of 
the five regiments of infantry and the regi- 
ment of cavalry, at the expense of the United 
States government. The instructors of these 
camps will be United States army officers, and 
‘nuch valuable information in the detail work 
will be derived and the soldiers will receive 
practical training in their duries. 

I have not been called upon to order out any 
of the troops to perform riot duty, but at fhe 
request of the civil authorities at Andersonville 
on May 30, the day set apart for decorating 
federal graves, I ordered company M, Fourth 
infantry, to Andersonville, for the purpose of 
policing the town. 

Opn June | a terrific storm passed through 
the city of Gainesville, killing and wounding 
several hundred people and destroying many 
homes and much property. The next day the 
mayor notified me that guards were needed 
for the hospitais and to protect the property 
exposed to vandalism, and requested the use 
of troop F, First cavalry, for that purpose. I 
ordered the troop to report to the mayor for 
such guard duty as he might direct. The 
troop promptly responded to this call and re- 
mained on duty nine days, 


Reports of Public Institutions. 


The reports from the various educational and 
elemosynary institutions of the state will 
be placed before you, to which I Invite your 
careful consideration. There reports are thor- 
oughly exhaustive and bear unmistakable evi- 
dence of painstaking care in their preparation. 
While I commend to your careful consideration 
all the recommendations and suggestiong con- 
tained in these reports, there are certain rec- 
ommendations to which I especially invite your 
attention. 

The board of visitors to the academy for 
the blind recommends that the present acad- 
emy site be sold, or exchanged for one afford- 
ing more room for buildings, etc. The grounds 
are considered too small for the present needs 
of the institution and being centrally located 
in the city .of Macon could, doubtless, be sold 
for a good price, or exchanged for property 
better suited to present requirements. 

Some very important recommendations will 
be found in the report of the board of visitors 
to the school for the deaf at Cave Spring, the 
most important of which ig that relating to 
the enlargement of the building, so as to 
comfortably pruvide for the inmates of the 
school. According to this report the capacity 
of the buildings is sufficient, there being 
fourteen white children, crowded into one 
sleeping room, and twenty colored children in 
another room. This state of affairs, if allowed 
to continue, will very likely produce ‘sickness 
and disease among the children and shouid be 
carefully investigated. There are applications 
on fle with the superintendent for the admis- 
sion of twenty-five more children, but for 
want of sufficient room.they cannot be ad- 
mitted. 

_ Yow wil have before you the report of the 
trustees of the state university and of the 
board of visitors to the university; the report 
of the trustees of the School of Technology; 
the report of the directors of the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industriai college: the report of the 
trustees of the State Normal school, and the 
reperts of such other public institutions as are 
not mentioned above. These reports contain 
much valuable information, and the recom- 
mendaticns made therein are of great impor- 
tance, and I commend them to your thought- 
ful consideration. 

OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


You will also have before you reports from 
the varioue departments of the state gov- 
ernment, all of which contain many interest- 
ing and valuable suggestions, and which, I am 
sure, will receive at your hands the considera- 
tion to which they are entitled. Those of the 
comptroller general, state treasurer, state 
school commissioner, adjutant general, attor- 
ney general, commissioner of agriculture, secre-

You wit have be- 
for you this report, and I trust you will care- 
fully consider the recommendations made 
therein. 

I also call your special attention to the rec- 
omendation of the attorney general looking to 
an amendment cf the general tax act of 1902. 
In a case recently decided by the supreme 
court, viz.: Jones v. Stewart, at the present 
term, the court by a majority opinion ruled 
ihat under the tax act of 1900, the exclusive 
remedy for the collection of a special occu- 
pation tax was by indictment and conviction. 
This opinion was rendered by three of the 
justices while two dissented therefrom, hold- 
ing that the method provided in said act was 
merely cumulative and that the state could 
either, through its proper officer, issue an ex- 
ecution against the delinquent tax payer, or 
could proceed criminally against such. de- 
faulter. The sixth judge did not preside because 
of providential reasons. 

In the opinion of the attorney general this 
decision will greatly impede the collection of 
tpecial cocupation taxes, and he thinks, and 
recommends, that the jegislature should amend 
the general tax act of 1902, which is substan- 
tially on this point, the same as the general 
tax act of 1900, so as to make the remedy 
by indictment cumulative, giving to the state 
the right. to proceed both upon execution is- 
sued by the proper officer upon information, 
as well as the right to prosecute for a viola- 
tion of the tax act. 

This recommendation, in my opinion, is wise 
2rd proper. To require the state to put in mo- 
tion the machinery of the law in criminal 
courts before it can collect its revenue, would 
grcatly multiply the difficulties, as well as en- 
danger the collection of the revenue of the 
state. I, therefore, concur in the recommenda- 
tion of the attorney general and recommend 
legislation on the line indicated. 

STATE’S FINANCES. 

The state treasurer has paid to the common 
schoo! teachers all the money coming into the 
treacury which belongs to the school fund, and 
elso the $400,000 which is authorized by law 
to transfer from the general to the school 
fund. These payments are not only larger, but 
were made much earlier in the year ‘than 
formerly, and without borrowing any money 
for that purpose. In former years loans 
amounting to $150,000 to $200,000 have been 
necessary to enable the treasurer to make these 
payments. To be able to carry out the pro- 
visions cf our school laws without borrowing 
any money whatever is mst gratifying, ae it 
shows that the condition of the state's finances 
has considerably improved. Indeed, it would 
not bave been necessary to borrow any money 
whatever during the present year had the gen- 
eral assembly convened in October instead of 
June. After conferring with the state treaa- 
vurer it was ascertained that the sum of 
$65,000 would be needed to pay the expenses 
of this session of your body, and with his as- 
sistance I have arranged to borrow that sum 
for five months at 2 per cent per annum, or 
five-sixths of | per cent for the term, from 
the following, banks in this state, viz.: South- 
err bank at Savannah; Neal Loan and Bank- 
ing Company and Fourth National Bank, At- 
lanta; £xchange bank, Macon, and Third Na- 
tional bank, Columbus. This loan, at such a 
remarkably low rate, demonstrates alike the 
high credit of the state and the excellent con- 
dition of the Georgia banks.

Birmingham, Ala., June 24.—The joint 
scale committee of the miners and mine op- 
erators of Alabama was not ready to report 
when the joint convention reassembled this 
morning and the convention adjourned until 
Friday afternoon. Meanwhile the scale com- 
mittee is in executive session, endeavoring to 
reconcile existing differences in the proposed 
scales presented Monday by the miners and 
operators. Nothing has been given out as 
to what progress has been made.

SPEECH MADE 
BY DR..WHITE 


He Delivers the Baccalauré- 
ate Address at Ohio State 
University. 


Coiumbus, Ohio, June 24.—The feature 
of the exercises today at the Ohio state 
university was the baccalaureate address 
of Dr. H. C. White, of Athens; Ga. He 
is a member of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of, Georgia, and is president of 
the Georgia Agricultural coflege. In part 
he spoke as follows, his subject being 
Raine American Scholar—Sixty Years Af- 

“Mindful of the season and of the oc- 
casion, our appropriate thought today 
should be of the great body of American 
youth going forth from the diverse tu- 
telage of our colleges to the varied work 
of the nation and the world, and our 
words should bear some justification of 
the tutelage and some inspiration of the 
work. Mindful of the year, we must 
needs recall Ahe great philosopher who 
first erected/ the ideal and ve inspira- 
tion to the formation of the American 
scholar. We may remember that Em- 
erson, something more than sixty years 
ago, specified the chief factors in the 
making of the scholar to be nature and 


ks. 

“In this year of the Emerson centenary, 
at the opening of a new century, when 
the lion of science and the lamb of let- 
ters have lain down in harmony together 
in so many flelds of common endeavor, 
we may appropriately trace the infiu- 
ence of each in fulfillment of the proph- 
ecy that the ‘intellect of this continent’ 
—no longer sluggard—‘should look from 
under its iron lids and fill the postponed 
expectation of the world with something 
better than the exertions of mechanical 
skill.” Defining science to be the inter- 
pretation of nature and letters to be 
the interpretation of man, the speaker 
indicated the limitations of each and the 
method appropriate to the offices of each. 
It was then shown that possession of the 
method was practically restricted to a 
few races of men, ch‘efly to the European 
descendants of the Aryan race.

Macon, Ga., June 2%4.—(Special.)—With 
the keen edge of a razor, supported by 
a bullet from a 32-caliber cheap pistol, 
Hubert Howell, aged 17 years, made a 
desperate effort. this evening to take his 
own life. Before using the steel and 
lead, Howell wrote a note informing the 
world that he had made up his mind to 
get off the earth. Howell's home has 
been in Wafrenton. Six months ago he 
came to Macon and secured lodgings in 
the old Floyd building on Third street. 
Late this afternoon persons near that 
tmuilding heard a pistol shot, apparently 
on the second floor. A locked door block- 
ed investigation, but this was quickly 
kicked in and on the floor was found 
the lad bleeding profusely about. the 
throat and chest. Beside him was a email 
pistol, while on the bed was a razor with 
a bloody blade. Howell was not beyond 
conversation.and to those who bent over 
him he declared. he had attempfed to 
take his own life. 

The hospital ambulance was called and 
a minister passing by was sent to him. 
Howell expressed regrets for his life- 
taking attempt and joined heartily in 
the prayer’ lie requested! the minister to 
‘make. The note had béen) placed on the 
mante] and was printed out by the lad. 
rIt read: 4 
| ‘To Whom It May Concern: Will some- 
body be so kind as to. wire F. L. Howell, 
Warrenton, Ga., and he will come or send 
after my remains. The reason for ‘this 
act will never be known, as I believe I 
am going to heaven where I will be with 
my mother and my only true friend. By- 
by. HERBERT HOWELL.” 

Howell was removed to the hospital, 
where his wounds were examined and 
dressed. His condition, while dangerous 
with the chances against him, is not nec- 
essarily fatal. His relatives at Warren- 
ton have been notified. 

The bullet from. the pistol entered near 
the collar bone and went to the back, 
scratching a lung. The slash across the 
throat was both deep and long and will 
leave an ugly scar if Howell's life is 
spared.

Judge Speer Sentences. Three 
Young. Men,

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 24.—(Special.)—Shy, 
Glawson and Turner, the three young 
men who were arrested one day last 
week charged with holding a negro 
named Waters in a “condition of 
slavery,’” were arraigned before Judge 
Speer in the United States court this 
morning and to the charge entered a 
plea of guilty. 

The cases have attracted no little at- 
tention here, and the court room was 
crowded when the defendants were called 
upon to answer the charge lodged against 
them. There was nothing dramatic in 
the scene. It was a plain everyday case 
in court, and when the defendants ad- 
mitted their guilt no one was in the 
least surprised, With the plea of guilty 
submitted, what promised to be one of 
the most sensational cases known in this 
judicial circuit was all over except the 
sentence of Judge Speer. Judge Speer 
lost no time in bringing these peonage 
cases to a conclusion. His senténce was 
brief and impressive and during its de- 
livery the crowd gave him an undivided 


attention. In passing sentence, Judge 
Speer said: 


very serious consequence. 
penalty is imprisonment at hard labor in the 
penitentiary for five years or a fine of $5,000 
or both. This is its first instance so far ag I 
know in the state of Georgia. While this 
is true, and while the wrong you have done 
this colored man is palpable, it is also true 
you had no conception that you were violating 
the laws of the United States. I make allow- 
ance fur this fact. 

“You seem to be respectable men, fairly rep- 
resentative of that fine class who constitute 
the farmers of Georgia. You are young men 
and, no doubt, passionate and had some feel- 
ing of exasperation toward the person of color 
who had obtained an advance upon his con- 
tract, and who quit his work in such manner 
as to inflict loss upon one of your number, This, 
however, did not justify you in violently seiz- 
ing him and in attempting by foree ané 
threats to compel him in unwilling servitude to 
work out the amount of his indebtedness, The

Colonel Wooten and his able 
corps of assistants have succeeded in 
bringing the order of a strict military 
camp out of the chaos of the first un- 
satisfactory day and things are now mov- 
ing along out there in as splendid a man- 
ner as the most violent opponent of mill- 
tary encampments could desire. M 

Colonel Wooten said this evening that 
he was pleased with the manner in which 
the men* had entered into the work* of 
camp life and that each man; from pri- 
vate to colonel, seemed anxious to learn 
just as much as possible during their 
stay. The work that the company of reg- 
ulars from Camp McPherson are doing is 
invaluable to the men. Their exhibitigns 
today of guard mount and the extended, 
order drill] was a superb lesson to the 
volunteer soldiers, and it was gratifying 
to see that almost every man in camp 
availed himself of this opportunity to 
learn these important duties of camp 
life. 

The officer of the day today was Cap- 
tain J. A. Atwater, of Thomaston. The 
senior officer of the guard was Lieutenant 
William Van Bell, of Campany B, Fourth 
infantry. The supernulmesary officer of 
the guard was Lieutenant Allan Fort, ZJr., 
of Company L, Fourth infantry. Captain 
Atwater inspected the camp this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock and reported same in 
good shape. At 8:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing the regulars of Company E, Sixteenth 
infantry, gave an exhibition drill on the 
parade grounds, which was pronounced 
very fine by the officers and men of 
the camps. ‘ 

At 10:30 o’clock the bugles called out all 
of the companies of the volunteer regi- 
ments in camp for the first time. The 
occasion was the first battalion drill 
which has been given during this camp, 
While the men were somewhat areep in 
battalion tactics, they acquitted, them- 
selves very well. 

Guard mount at 8 o’clock this morning 
was conducted by Adjutant William M.

New King Ascends Throne Under 
Diplomatic Boycott, but Is Hear- 
tily Greeted by His Subjects.

Belgrade, June 2%4.—King Peter arrived 
here at 10 o'clock this morning.

After the celebration of mass, which 
was attended with all the splendor of the 
Eastern church, King Peter drove in 
State to the new palace. 

Boycotted by Diplomats. 

Although the king's entry into Bel- 
grade was distinguished by a diplomatic 
boycott, his reception by the people was 
everywhere marked by heartiness which 
approached genuine enthusiasm, in which 
all classes participated. The officials 
were in uniform and wore all their deco- 
rations. 

Workmen were engaged all night long 
in finishing the erection of Venetian 
masts and triumphal arches, and some 
of the latter were only completed as the 
firing of guns announced King Peter’s 
entry into h:= realm. when the train 
traversed/ the bridge connecting Servia 
with Austria. 

The king’s arrival has awakened the 
people out of the attitude of indifference 
which they had assumed since the as- 
saksinations of King ,Alexander and 
Queen Draga. From the moment King 
Peter left the train and the band wel- 
comed him with playing the Servian 
national anthem his progress was fol- 
lowed by prolonged cheers and exultant 
shouts of “‘Long live Peter the First’’ 
wherever he appeared. 

In the procession to the cathedral the 
king occupied a state coach. -He was 
accompanied by Premier Avakurfiovics. 
Along the entire route were deputations 
from various towns and bodies »f stu- 
dents. The occupants of the windows 
and balconies threw bouquets at the 
king’s carriage. The number of §peas- 
ants in the streets was remarkable. Many 
of them came from far distant prov- 
inces to attend the festivities and en- 
joyed the free entertainments provided 
by the government. 

Ceremony at Cathedral. 

The ceremony at the cathedral lasted 
half an hour. The edifice was crowded. 
One portion of it was set apart for the 
military and another was allotted _to the 
civilians. Only a few women were pres- 
ent, 

Just previous to the arrival of the king 
the doors of the high altar were closed 
and not a single priest was visible. Sud- 
denly from the outside of the cathedral 
came the soun@ of cheering, signaling 
the approach of King Peter. The doors 
of the high altar, were then opened and 
a solemn procession of gorgeously robed 
priests and members of the _ choir 
emerged, preceded by incense bearers and 
followed by the venerable metropolitan 
in brilliant apparel. The procession halt- 
ed at the main entrance of the cathedral, 
while the soldiers drawn up outside the 
front of the building at a word of com- 
mand greeted the king with loud cheers. 

The celebration of the mass followed 
with the brilliant observances of the 
Greek ritual, the king standing erect and 


impassive. : 

On leaving the cathedral the king’s 
procession moved at a brisk trot to the 
new palace, which is situated only a few 
-paces from the old palace, which was 
the scene of the assassinations. The 
king’s carriage, which was drawn by four 
horses, swept’ in between the palace, 
amid the cheers of the crowds, showing 
that they had no thought of the recent 
tragedy.

In his opinion the best 
way to lan » ite crooks in his department 
was to expose their crookedness and the 
best means of exposure was, he thought, 
through the press. Hence, frankness 
was the main feature of these daily 
talks while Mr. Wynne was acting post- 
master general 

That “Hot Air’’ Interview. 


The most fatal of these daily inter- 
views, both from Mr. Payne’s standpoint 
and from the vastly broader standpoint 
of the republican party, was that in 
which he declared the charges of Mr.

seen enacted the story in which every 
detail of horror of the outbreak of @ 
southern mob was exhibited. | 
Will our readers please notice the 


deliberated comparison with “the out- 
break of a southern mob,” so deftly in- 
troduced into the above quotation? 
Can any of them, or the esteemed 
Press itself, tell us why the Wilming- 
ton mob resembled “a southern mob” 
more than it did the Kansas mob that 
burned a negro at Leavenworth, or the 
recent Belleville mob tLat burned a 
negro in Illinois? 

Why cannot our northern contempo- 
raries be fair to the south once in a 
while, just to make their record less 
monotonous. The south did not origi- 
nate the burning of people for crimes. 
The practice originated in Massachu- 
setts. If we have sometime—not 
often—applied it in cases that put in 
fearful jeopardy the sanctity of our 
isolated homes and unprotected wives 
and daughters, we have but responded 
to an impulse that events prove indis- 
putably is existent, even though of- 
tener suppressed, in the hearts of 
white people in both the north and 
west. For wi&t sinister reason, then, 
is this Wilmington burning made the 
occasion for a renewed vicious drag- 
ging of the name of the south into this 
distinctively northern bloody drama? 
On the same page of The Press is an 
account of a man hunt for lynching 
purposes in Delaware county, the 
quarry being a pegro desperado; and in 
an adjoining column the story of a 
mob’s endeavor tolynch another party 
in Salisbury, Delaware. Three local 
#ynching stories in the same issue of 
The Press, within its territory of ob- 
servation and influence, and ail within 
five columns on its front page! But 
not a line of comment or denunciation 
on its editorial page. . 

Upon the heels of all this comes a 
dispatch that a wild mob is howling 
through the streets of Peoria, again 
in Illinois, for the blood of an impris- 
oned negro. 

We do not touch upon these things 
in a spirit of retaliation, or because 
curses heaped upon our people have 
gone home to rodst with their authors. 
Our desire and our endeavor is the se- 
curement of orderly and lawful gov- 
ernment in the north as well as in the 
south. But we repeat, it is no more 
and no less a crime to lynch a negro in 
Delaware as in Georgia, and it is no 
more a reflection npon the authorities 
and people of Georgia that mobs over- 


Tide the laws in this state than it is 


a reflection upon the state of society 
and official dereliction of duty when a 
like mob does the like thing in Dela- 
ware. 

This is a good time for just men in 
both sections to agree that their first 
duty is to sweep before their own 
doors, further civilize their own local 
societies and increase the efficiency of 
and confidence in their home judicia- 
ries before either party undertakes to 
read righteous oracles to the other 
and pronounce judgments of damna- 
tion without discrimination the one 
upon the other.

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The Governor on Tax Equalization. 

The suggestions of Governor Ter- 
rell relative to the adoption of some 
plan looking to the equalization of tax 
valuations are particularly timely just 
now, when the attention of lawmakers 
and the people has been drawn to the 
subject of taxation by the contro- 
versy over corporation franchise val- 
ues. 

The necessity for the creation of 
county beards of equalizers and a state 
board of equalization—or the adoption 
of some plan designed to bring about 
the same results—must :mpress itself 
upon everybody who gives any consid- 
eration whatsoever to the subject. 
Whether this would bring a material 
increase in the total valuation of prop- 
erty is not so much the question in- 
velved, though there is every reason 
to believe that such an increase would 
follow. The more certain result, and 
the one to be most desired, is that with 
some such system in operation the 
burden of taxation would be distrib- 
uted with absolute equality. This is 
the essential thing; any increase in’ 
the total that might come would be 
heartily welcomed by the tax payers, 
but would, in a sense, be incidental. 

It is to be hoped that the general 
assembly will lose no time in acting 
upon Governor Terrell’s suggestions. 
This is of tue highest interest to the 
smaller tax payers, the men whose 
capital is invested in farms and homes 
and property of like character, which 
can, under no system, escape taxation. 
These are the men upon whom the rel- 
atively heavier burden of taxation now 
falls. All these tax payers, who are 
in the vast majority, desire, and what 
they have a right to expect, is some 
system which will operate to the cor 
rection of existing abuses and will dis- 
tribute the burden with absolute equal- 
ity. Governor Terrell has pointed the 
way in which this may be done: it re- 
— for the lawmakers to do their

It was further sent 
out to the world that “he had been 
specially imported for the purpose!”’ 

Evidently the Wilmingtonites used 
the week between the crime and the 
lynching with due deliberation, send- 
ing even to Virginia for an expert 
“Coa] Oil Johnnie” and then following 
him to the number of between 4,000 
and 5,000 people, eager for their 
bloody and fiery work. 

Now “a Virginian”’—that imported 
Virginian—hasg been caught and jailed. 
His name is Arthur Colwell and his 
home is in Hartford City, Ind., where 
he is a prominent member of the Fra- 
ternal Order of Bagles! He is no 
more of a Virginian than a crab is a 
Christian. He is an Indiana Eagle and 
not a Virginia vampire! 

Still, how can we blame our north- 
ern friends? They feel the need of 
some excuse—any old explanation— 
and naturally they yawp about “a Vir- 
ginian” and “within six miles of Ma- 
son and Dixon’s line!” But the sub- 
terfuge wouldn’t work and the deed 
falls back on its doers—the Delaware 
negrophilists headed by an Indiana

Judge 
Daniel has always taken an active part 
in politics, and is one of the strong men 
of his county. He married Miss Kirk- 
land, daughter of Judge Kirkland, of 
Emanuel.

Dr. Holderby Explains Min- 
isters’ Position on Sun- 
day Amusements.

Holderby, chairma@h of 
the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association, which has tak- 
en up - the matter of preventing 
the alleged violation of the Sunday laws 
at Ponce de Leon springs, takes excep- 
tions to statements made by attorneys 
during the trial of the case. 

The statement by one of the attorneys 
that the ministers are interfering in a 
matter that does not concern them is de- 
clared by Dr. Holderby to be untrue, He 
maintains that it is the right of the min- 
ister and his duty to take an interest in 
all matters pertaining to the morals of 
his. city.

‘Having received a written notice of 
the trial from Chief Ball, sent by a spe- 
cial officer, and a telephone message from 
the city attorney requesting me to be 
pregent, I felt it to be my duty to com- 
ply with their requests. But I would 
have been on hand without any requests 
from those officers. I have no gpology to 
offer for my presence. 

“Another statement made by one of the 
attorneys that the ministers were ‘prose- 
cuting and persecuting’ the managers 
of the amusement company is not trug. 

“The ministers’ association is not the 
prosecutor in this or in any other case. 
The committee appointed by the associa- 
tion is simply charged with the duty of 
informing the state or city authorities 
of the violation of Sunday laws or of 
any other laws affecting the morals of 
the community.

“But we do contend that no man has 
a right to conduct his business on the 
Sabbath, either for pleasure or profit, in 
defiance of the law. 

“This is the legitimate business of the 
ministers’ association and we intend to 
report every violation of the law which 
may come to our notice, whether the guil-

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 24.—Véry little can be 
gathered of prevailing speculative senti- 
ment from the movement of prices in to- 
day's stock market. For oné reason deal- 
ings were too small to be of any conse- 
qeunce and were still entirely in the 
hands of professional traders. The move- 
ment of prices was so conflicting and so 
constantly fluctuating as to leave no 
room for consistent inferences as to the 
motives that promoted the operations. 
There was some degree of strength in 
the morning, which seemed to be a sim- 
ple continuattion of yesterday's late rally. 
Last prices, however, are generally 
lower than last night. Probably the real 
reason for this is that prices advanced 
yesterday. In the prevailing doubt and 
timidity of the board room operators, 
they shrink from carrying prices far in 
any direction. While one small party 
buys stocks anoither party avails itself 
of this demand to go short and.an Op- 
portunity for a fractional profit’is suffi- 
cient to prompt the closing out of con- 
tracts. For several years Mr. Morgan's 
return from his annual vacation in Eu- 
rope hag been made the occasion for 
a bull demonstration in the stock mar- 
Ket. Today the passage of the steamship 
bearing hum was bulletined from various 
points after she was sighted, but the 
stock market faiiei to respond. Some of 
the questions regarding the formations 
connected with Mr. Morgan's name await- 
ing decision have been the subject of 
uneasy conjectures, which may account 
for the changed attitude toward his home- 
coming. The engagement of $1,500,000 of 
gold for shipment wr Paris tomorrow 
was a chilling influence on the market, 
especially in view of the condition of 
the surplus reserve of the banks and the 
approach of the period of semi-annual 
settlements.
